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GENERAL AMOS BEOKWITH. 

On the 4th of October, Brevet Major-General 
Amos Beckwith, of the Subsistence Department, 
will be transferred to the longevity retired list after 
a service alike creditable to himself and to the 
Army. Those who know his history will not fail to 
recall the important services rendered by him at 
the most critical period of our history, when ex- 
perience, fidelity to duty, and professional zeal were 
the pearls of great price so eagerly sought for by 
those upon whom the heaviest responsibilities were 
imposed. At that time General Beckwith was a 
lieutenant of the ist Artillery, and had served 
since his graduation in 1850 on duty in Florida 
against the Seminoles, and on garrison and frontier 
duty. From Fort Leavenworth he was ordered at 
the commencement of the Rebellion to Washington, 
D. O., being a 1st lieutenant at the time in Colonel 
Magruder’s battery of light artillery. In less than 
one year he and the thirteen following officers were 
taken from that regiment for the Staff Corps, viz.: 
Adjutant-Genl.’s Department—Talbot, Fry, Baird, 
and Beck—4; Quartermaster’s Department—Eddy, 
Dickinson, Tillinghast, Gillem, and Jenkins—5; 
Subsistence Department—Beckwith, Bell, Turner, 
and Sullivan—4. 

Of untiring energy, with remarkable executive and 
administrative power, fertile in expedients and re- 
sources, and of endless zeal, he seemed to have 
been particularly adapted to the emergency which 
brought him forward and in which he established 
his bigh reputation, There were few officers of the 
Army then to whom the Government was more in- 
debted. In no branch of the Military Service did 
he fail to give his assistance or advice, in organiz- 
ing, perfecting, and advancing public operations. 

From April, 1864, to July, 1865, he was chief 
eommissary of subsistence of the Military Division 
of the Mississippi, on the staff of Major-General 
Sherman, being present with his armies in their 
battles, marches, etc. His labors were not confined 
to his own duties, but he often aided others— 
acting in the Quartermaster’s Department when 
requested or necessitated todo so. After the close 
of field operations he went to St. Louis, Mo., then 
served as supervising commissary of subsistence for 
the Department of the Gulf States and depot com- 
missary of subsistence, New Orleans, La.; as chief 
commissary of subsistence Department of the Gulf, 
of the 5th Military District, and in other important 
capecities in the Southern and Southwestern States. 
During his tour of duty in New Orleans, La., he 
passed through a disastrous yellow fever epidemic 
which nearly terminated his career. He was sub- 
sequently ordered to Washington, D. O., in the 
office of the Commissary General of Subsistence, 
and, after a few months, took station at St. Louis, 
Mo., from which place he will retire. He reeeived 
the brevets of lieutenant-colonel and colonel Sept. 
1, 1864, for gallant and meritorious service iu the 
campaign against Atlanta, Ga.; brevet brigadier- 
general, U. 8. Vols., Jan. 12, 1865; brevet brig- 
adier- general, U. S. Army, March 18, 1865, for 
gallant and meritorious services in the campaign 
terminating in the surrender of the insurgent 
army under General Jos. E. Johnston; brevet 
major general, U. S. Army, March 13, 1865, for 
faithful and meritorious services in the Subsistence 
Department during the war. 

Although not connected directly with the Army 
of the Potomac, Gen. McClellan, in his official 
report, Landsomely refers to the valuable services 
of this officer. So highly was he regarded by the 
late President Lincoln, who knew him intimately, 
that a position in the Adjutant-General’s Depart- 
ment, afterwards filled by General Drum, was ten- 
dered him, and also, about the same time, a position 
in the Q. M. Department. At the solicitation of 
prominent officials, he was induced to accept, in 
preference, a place in the Subsistence Department. 
Naturally of a meditative habit of mind, reserved 
and uncommunicative, General Beckwith’s real 
ability was not always understood until necessity 
for action gave opportunity for the manifestation of 
his energy and persistence of purpose. Then diffi- 
culties seemed to intensify his force and no tempo- 
rary defeat could turn him from his purpose. 
Rising always to the greatness of the occasion, he 
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never failed in the performance of his duties, what- 
ever their magnitude. With his retirement from 
active service, the Subsistence Department loses 
one of the ablest officers of the United States Army, 
and one whose devotion to the obligations of duty 
and honor is an example to others. 











ENGLAND'S NAVY. 

THE British naval manwuyres have resulted in a 
series of explanations and protests which show how 
difficult it is in such operations to simulate the 
conditions of actual war. Vice-Admiral J. K. E. 
Baird, commanding the Achill Squadron, has issued 
an explanatory memorandum, which contains some 
very ingenuous statements of the miscarriage of his 
plans. He knew that it was the ambition of his 
* very old friend,” Sir George Tryon, the Admiral 
of A Fleet, to take him prisoner, and as he was not 
prepared to give even his oldest and dearest friend 
this satisfaction, he took such excellent care to keep 
out of the seductive Tryon’s way that he found 
himself accused in the public prints of inaction and 
he is obliged to confess ‘that more caution has 
been taken from this personal feeling than would 
have been exercised in actual war.” Still, he can 
not comprehend how it is that his ‘plan of action 
was so readily divined. Though he says ‘‘I am con- 
fident that there was no breach of trust anywhere,” 
he says it in such a way as to indicate that there 
was, in his opinion, such betrayal of confidence. At. 
all events, Admiral Tryon succeeded with ‘‘ admir- 
able strategy ” in dividing the opposing fleet so as 
to give him decidedly the advantage of his enemy. 
Among the vessels reported captured by him was 
the Camperdown. Her captain was ordered by 
Admiral Tracey to ‘consider himself captured.” 
In his particular and private judgment he did not 
consider himself captured at all, but felt bound to 
obey an order to consider himself officially 
dead, coming, as it did, from bis superior 
Officer, even though the superior were in 
the position of a supposititious enemy, at whose com- 
mands he was expected to scoff. So he drew out of 
the fight, but ‘‘entered a very strong protest as 
soon as he had an opportunity.” 

In the meantime B Fleet was deprived of one of 
its heaviest and fastest ironclads, and a captain 
second to nonein the service for seamanship, re- 
source and ability. The remaining vessels of the 
division, the Anson, Collingwood, and Australia 
finding themselves completely cut off, and believing 
some disaster had befallen the second division, re- 
paired to Queenstown to communicate the unfor- 
tunate intelligence. 

This completely deranged the plan of the Squad- 
ron Commander. He consoles himself by the re 
flection that none of the cruisers of his squadron 
detailed for intercepting trading vessels were cap- 
tured or driven off, and that they succeeded in 


capturing an immense number of vessels, many of 


which would have been most useful for increasing 
his force of armed cruisers. This experience is full 
of melancholy portent for a power which carries 
se much of its wealth in ocean bottoms. The most 
that the defending squadron was able to do was to 
prevent the Achill raiders from accomplishing all 
they intended. They did not succeed in protect- 
ing their mercantile marine against them, nor in 
preventing the levying of sundry contributions on 
coast towns, for £500,000 was demanded of Aber- 
deen, £150,000 from Peterbead. Even as it is, the 
success of the defensive squadron under Sir George 
Tryon is ascribed largely to good luck. If one 
thing has been more plainly demonstrated by 
these manoeuvres than another—the Army and 
Navy Gazette tells us—‘‘ it is that a squadron, 
even of such proportionate strength and numbers 
to the enemy, is utterly inadequte to defend Brit- 
ish interests in home waters. There are many 
lessons to be gained from these tactics, but this is 
the most important.” 

It has been clearly demonstrated that British 
naval strength is a very different thing at sea in 
actual service from what it appears on paper. The 
measured mile speeds have only served tv mislead 
as to the actual capabilities of the vessels to which 
they were accredited. The whole system of en- 
gineering has, according to the Engineer, proved 
itself alarmingly defective, and the hist of casual- 
ties and breakdowns is too long for publication. 
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To the British authorities this list is as melancholy 
reading, asa like list of casualties following an 
actual contest. Is simply vindicates the long~ 
established reputation of the British Admiralty for 
that crass disregard of advanced professional 
opinion which hasalways prevented the British 
Navy from availing itself of the latest experience, 
and bound it to ancient traditions after they had 
ceased to enthral others.

RECENT DEATHS, 

CoMMODORE GroRGE W. Ransom, U.S. Navy, re- 
tired, an officer of long and distinguished services, 
died at Norwich, Conn., Sept. 10. The funeral took 
place Sept. 13, when the community fully attested 
the esteem in which the deceased was held. Commo. 
Ransom entered the Navy in 1839, and in 1854 at- 
tained the grade of lieutenant, and in 1862 was pro- 
moted lieutenant-commander. He commanded the 
steam gunboat Kinco in 1362-3, and April 24, 1862, 
while passing Forts Jackson and St. Philip, the Kinco 
was set on fire by ared-hot shot from the former, 
lodging in a knee within ten feet of her open maga- 
zine tatch. To discover and dislodge it by use of 
axes, from the berth-desok, now tilled with smoke— 
to extinguish the fire and prevent a panic that 
seemed imminent in the trying circumstances, was 
effected by the prompt presence there and personal 
intrepidity of the commander. He participated in 
that morning’s destruction of the enemy’s fleet 
above the forts, in the capture of New Orleans, and 
in all of Farragut’s operations io that year, as far 
as Vicksburg. His subsequent service during the 
war was equally distinguished. He was promoted 
commander Jan. 2, 1863; captain, March 2, 1870, and 
commodore, March 28, 1877. He was retired from 
active service June 18, 1882. 


' Tue New Orleans Picayune, referring to the 
funeral of the late Major Harvey E. Brown, sur- 
geon, U. 8S. A., says: “The funeral was one of 
strength and impressiveness seldom seen in times of 
peace. The body of the lamented soldier, scientist 
and autbor lay in a building at Jackson Barracks, 
enclosed in a handsome metalic casket.

He has found, however, that it is better to let well 
enough alone, and until he is satisfied with a new 
scheme which will be certain of popularity he will 
not take up the subject again. Meanwhile the agi- 
tation goes bravely on. Recommendations from 
many quarters are received weekly at the War Ve- 
partment. General Miles has lately submitted some 
advice on the subject. He says the officers of his 
command are divided on the question, In view of 
thedifferences of opinion be suggests that the fol- 
lowing plan be tried at several of the large posts 
within his Division for a limited period, and, if 
found satisfactory, apply the system to the whole 
Army—otherwise abandon it and go back to old 
principles: That officers select, according to rank 
of the company commander, quarters and barracks 
for the command, these not to be changed, so that 
each officer would have at all times a set of quar- 
ters to which he should be entitled. The same way 
with the staff officers, the Adjutant and Quarter- 
master being assigned to the nearest set of Lieuten- 
ants’ quarters to the commanding officer.

He is active 
and zealous 1n the discharge of his duty, careful of the men 
under his command, very attentive to their health and com-

Every witness from the garrison, or who had been under 
bis command, testifies to Captain Pope's kindness and con- 
sideration for his men. 

The Court deems the allegations in the letter of complaint 
to be a wicked libel upou a most just, humane and consci- 
entious officer.

THE BOMBARDMENT OF FORT McHENRY. 


THE Baltimore Sun gives an elaborate account of 
the bombardment of Fort McHenry on the evenin 
of Sept. 13, which made a fitting end to the week’s 
celebration at Baltimore. The Sun says: 

Col. L. L. Livingston, 3d U. S. Art., was in com- 
mand, and early took bis stand on one of the outer 

arapets, in good position to direct the firing. 

ieut. G. O, Squier, of Battery G, who acted as 
sizval officer and also partly directed one section of 
the battery’s fire, was with Co}. Livingston. 

The fort worked quite a large number of guns 
for the small number of men composing the garri- 
son, about 90 men ali told. 

Captain E.C. Knower, of Battery D, was in com- 
mano of five 15 inch Columbiads, one firing from the 
demilune and four from the salients in the covered 
way, He was assisted by Ist Lieut. C. W. Harrod. 
Lieut. Joba R. Williams, commanding Bart. G,and 
acting adjutant, assisted by Lieut. Caoas. G. Wood- 
ward, had seven 8-inch Rodmaps also in the cov- 
ered way, and to the right of Capt. Knower's guns, 
which were nearest the city side. 

Capt. and Bvt. Mejor Joba R. Myrick, of Batt. I, 
assisted by Ist Lieut. and Bvt. Capt. Chas. Sellmer 
and 1st Lieut. Wilbur Loveridge, commanded a bat- 
tery of two 44¢ inch siege rifies, four 3 inch field 
rifles, and a Gatling gun, all of which were used to 
repel the poanery landing party from the boats 
of the British fleet, who were supposed to have 
come up the Patapsco under cover of the fire and 
smoke of battle, to land in therear of the fort. 
Capt. Charles B. Byrne, Post Surgeon, was present, 
ready to bind up any slight wound, er to amputate 
a leg or arm if necessary. 

The first call for the gavrison was at 7.15, and 15 
minutes Jater the second call was sounded, and tbe 
men marched to their respective guns. It was then 
eS dark at the fort, which was thought much 

tter for the display than a clear night. 

The fleet opened fire and the fort responded. 
Then the battle began in earnest. The great guns 
of the fort boomed out upon the river and bay. 
Then the fireworks barges an operations. The 
dynamite bombs were a great feature, bursting 
high in air over the fort in a quick succession of 
sbarp and loud reports. All through came the mar- 
tial strains of “The Star Spangled Banuner,”’ 
“Yankee Doodle,” and other national airs, reach- 
ing the ears of the hard worked men in the fort and 
inspiring them seemingly as if eagaged in actual 
warfare. And though the ear was deafened and 
the feet inclined to reel under the shock of the 
great guos within the fort, the heart could not but 
respond to the animated scene. 

At nine o’clock the field rifies and the Gatling 
gun opened on the right and rear from the water 
battery, showing that they were engaged in repell- 
ing the landing force from the fleet. Bang! bang! 
bang! went tbe rifles, while the little Gatling 
poured out its fire, resembling the fire of a thous- 
and muskets. This was kept up for some time, and 
then finally died away, showing the foe had retreat- 
ed. Then came a loud report, as of magay guns, aod 
one of the magazines was observed to have blown 
up—not in reality. lt was only a contrivance of the 
pyrotevbnists, showing how thereal thing was done 
in 1814. A distant cheer, as from the enemy, was 
beard, but the guns of the fortouly redoubled their 
tire, showing that there was to be no surrender. 
Lben came a sudden giare of light illuminating the 
old flag flying yet proudly aloft in full view ot all 
the assembled multitude on ship and shore. Tben 
the band of the 3d Regt., at command of Col. Liv- 
ingston, struck up “Tbe Star Soangled Banner,” 
and in quick succession **Yankee Doodle’’ and **The 
Red, White and Biue.” The bugle call rang out 
“Cease firing’’” sofar as the main guns were con- 
cerned, although the firing continued in a desultory 
way forafew minutes by the water battery. The 
finale came when the steamer ae with the 
grand chorus singing ‘‘The Star Spangled Banner.” 


The mimic bombardment at Fort McHenry, Bal- 
timore, Md., September 13, was a great success, and 
proved a fitting finale to the great celebration. It 
Was just such a night asan enemy would have se- 
lected to make an attack. 

Every space of water front from which the move- 
ments of the vessels could be seen wus occupied. 

At the signal for the bombardment to begin, the 
U. 8. 8. Pensacola, which was the flagship, gave the 
signal for all the ships of the fleet to be cleared for 
action, and down came the royal and topgallant 
yards and masts. The booms were quivkly rigged 
1n and the boats dropped and towed astern. Mean- 
time the vessels had swung into line for action, and 
within ten minutes after the signal had been given 
the battle was raging. 

The Pensacola fired the first gun, and her exam- 
ple was quickly followed by her mates. Advices 
from Baltimore state tbat as broadside after broad- 
side was poured into the doomed fort the heroic 
Armstead, whom Col. Livingston impersonated 
touched off bis big guns and theimagivary shot and 
shell flew about the Britishers like so much hail 
from the south side of Whetstone Point. An imag- 
inary foe was driven off by torpedoes which had 
been hid in the water. Then came the make-believe 
bombs, which burst high in midair and broke into 
wyriads of stars. 

The perfect discipline and splendid management 
of the war vessels was a revelation to the specta- 
tors. An order was no sooner given than it was 
carried out, and so also in the fort. The loading 
and firing went on with clocklike regularity. For 
an hour and a half the fight continued, and it finally 
came to an end with an explosion of the magazine, 
represented by dynamite touched off on the 
water battery. Then, at a given signal, a 
brilliant light was thrown on the * Star Spangled 
Banner.” 

Tne boat containing the band and singers swung 
out in midstream, and with brass accompaniment 
500 voices sang “The Star Spangied Banner.” 

About the same time the ters on the war sbips 
had scrambled into their rigging, and from their 
elevated positions they setoff the fireworks, the 
men in the fort following suit. The seene about 
tbis time was the most brilliant imagivable. The 
whole barbor was one biaze of light, and from thou- 
sands of throate came cheer after cheer. After 
fifteen minutes uf the wildest enthusiasm the vea- 
sels slowly withdrew and the great bombardment 
came to an end. 
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TRIAL OF THE “BALTIMORE.” 


Tue Baltimore is a success; indeed,a grand suc- 
cess, and a most valuable acquisition to the new 
navy, according to the preliminary official and full 
unofficial reports of her trial trip. It will be some 
days before the official report of the trial board is 
submitted to the Secretary of the Navy, but it is 
already known beyond peradventure that the vessel 
far ex: ed ber contract requir+ments, and ex- 
ceeded in many respects the anticipations of the 
most sanguine. 

The following telegram to the Secretary of the 
Navy gives the first official tidings of the result of 
the trial: 

Trial of Baltimore satisfactorily completed. Horse-power 
in excess of requirements; average speed per hour ‘or four 
hours, nineteen and six-tenths knots, maximum speed for 
one hour, twenty and two-tenths knots. Complete reports 
cannot be furnished for some days.

Commander Glass, a member of the trial board, in 
an interview with Secretary Tracy, gives the fol- 
lowing glowing account of tne trial: 


The Baltimore's sea trial for collective indicated horse 
power commenced at 8.40 A. M. and euded at 12.40 P. m., Sat 
urday, Sept. 14. There was a light breeze abea:', with a 
moderate sea and an occasional loag swell, the remsins of 
the cyclone of the 10th, lith and 12th. The distance run in 
fonr bours was 78.3 knots. The average 3 per bour was 
19.6 aod the maximum s for one hour 20.2 kaots. A re- 
murkable circumstance in this connection, aad one exhib- 
iting the perfection of the mechanism, is that tois great 
speed of 20.2 knots was made in tne third bour, or after the 
boilers and engines had been fortwo hours driven under 
forced draft. 

In tact, at the end of the four hours’ trial, the vessel wae 
in condition to undertake anotber such run witbout further 
preparation. The average revolutions of the screws during 
the four hours was 117.4 per minute, while the maximum for 
an hour ran up to 119.7. The average borse power main- 
tained during the four hours was probably as much, if aot 
more, than 10,000, but the exact figures cannot be obtained 
until the computations are finished. Tois is 1,000 above the 
contract requirement of 9,000, and will entitle the bui'ders 
to a premium of $10u,000. 

The rds were obtained by the patent log cor- 
rected by bearings on shore before and after the rua, and 
verified also by the ordin ry chiplog. 

After the trial the vessel was put through evolutions to 
determine her manceuvring powers. With both engines 
running abead she made a complete circle of 750 yards diam- 
eter in about 7 minutes, with the port engine goin ahead 
and the starboard engine backing She turned in a circle of 
239 yards diameter in about 74 minutes. With full speed 
aheaw she stopped in 8 minutes, and with both engines back- 
ing the ship came toa stundstill in 244 minutes, almust in 
her own length. The vessel was loaded down with pig iron 
toa pound even in excess of ber draught when fitted with 
guns and stores, and amply demonstrated ber strength. Her 
seaworthiness was particularily excelient, aod under full 
speed, or at 20 knots, the vibrations were very sli:bt, the 
een ~ vibration being about the jorecastie and the pilot 

ouse, but not noticeable on the lower decks. She was so 
steady in a seaway as to cause the officers to compare her to 
the monitor type, and this insuresa steady gun ——, 
one of the prime requisites of a man of-war. Two men 
— able to steer the shipat any time with the greatest 
readiness. 

Another noteworthy fact was the comfortable condition 
of the fireand engine rooms. A duplicate crew had been 
provided with the expectation of relieving the firemen in 
two hour turns, but after the first two hours of the run the 
first watch refused to quit work und insisted on running the 
ship throughout the entire four hours trial. 

Commander Glass was also a member of the board 
which tried the cruiser Charleston in Pacific waters, 
and is consequently able to make some comparisons 
of the performance of that vessel and the Baltimore 
with Euglish ships of corresponding wee. He says 
the Baltimore was designed by W. H. White, then 
with Armstrong and Co., but chief naval constructor 
of the British Admiralty. The plan for the hull was 
rejected in competition with others offered to the 
Spanish Government, and the successful model was 
the Reina which was able to make 215 
knots uver a measured mile only, although more 
than 1,000 tons larger. 

Tne Charleston was also of English design, but it 
was succmney for the builders to improve the plans 
for the machinery, and when this bad been done she 
made 195 kuots at sea, while ber prototype, the 
Nanima-Kan, made but 18.9 knots aiter 21 trials. 

Commander Glass believed that the logic of this 
showing is that the good results obtained with the 
Charleston and Baltimore are to be attributed solely 
to ibe saps excellence of skill and workmanship 
of Americun shipbuilders and mechanics. He finds 
that the lines of the hulls are more nearly perfect, 
the skins smoother, and the boilers, engines and 
machinery of such excellent material and work- 
manship that, contrary to the practice elsewhere, it 
Was possible in the cases of the new American 
cruisers to show a better result and higher speed at 
the end of several hours’ hard running than at the 
beginning. \

THE GRANT MONUMENT AT FORT LEAVEN- 
WORTH. 


THe Grant Monument at Fort Leavenworth was 
dedicated with many honors on Saturday, Sept. 14. 
An immense crowd was present. At noon a parade 
took place in Leavenworth. It was in eix divisiuns, 
and included troops from Fort Leavenworth; 1.000 
men from the Soidiers’' Home, under command of 
Gov. Smith; G. A. R. posts and Sons of Veterans, 
Knights Templar, Koights of Pythias, the Mayor and 
ceitv officials of Kansas City; the Mayor and ci: 
officials of Leavenworth; the Fire Department av 
other officials. Then came the ceremonies at Fort 
Leavenworth. At about 2 Pp. m. Gen. Wesley A. 
Merritt, U.S.A., and the Executive Committee took 
seats on the platform in front of the monument. 
The garrison was then paraded under command of 
Gen. A. McD. McCook and marched to the park 
southwest of tbe monument, where they were 
joined by the procession from the city. The entire 
command was then massed around the triangle 
where the monument stands, and th>6th Regiment 
baud eplivened the occasion with music.

THE ACCIDENT TO THE BOSTON. 


Tue following is the full text of finding and opin- 
ion of the Court of foquiry, which convened at the 
New York Navy-yard, to investigate the recent ac- 
cident to the U. 8. 8. Boston, in Newport harbor: 


That on Aug. 3, 1889, the U. 8. 8. Boston, after a series of 
and turning trials in Narragansett Bay, over the 
measured mile, proceeded under steam around Gould d 
to work off steam. She then followed the measured mile in 
asoutberly direction, and when to the westward vf Rose 
Island the helm wes put to starboard with the intention of 
possine to the southward of the spindle, at the south end of 
Island, which spindle was passed ut the safe distance 
of 250 yarde, ana the ship beadiug for the light on the break- 
water on Goat Island, the ship at that time being under half 
of reduced speed. Two coai hulks were anchored to the 
southward and eastward of the spindle off Rose Island, and 
a little nearer to the spindle than to Go:t Island. On account 
of the position of these hulks the commanding officer de- 
cided to pass to the northward of them, and tetween them 
and the outlying shoals off the southera end of Rose 
and roved to with a port beim to eeeng fe ship head to 
wiod, which was blowing from the 8. 8. wito a force of 
5. The tide at the time was running flood with inconsiaera- 
ble force. Soon after passing the die off Rose Isiand and 
before striking the commanding officer directed that the belm 
be put to port, which was done, and the vessei struck upon 
an obstruction, on or near the locality of Mitchell Rock, 
which 1s properly indicated on the chart in use at the time. 
The biow wasa ey bY the bilge, which heeled 
the ship slightly to sta , but not check ner bead- 
way, and caused the filling with water of compartments Nos. 
54 and 58 of the double bottom. The vessel proceeded to an 
anchorage to the northward and westward of Goat Island 
Light. commanding officer, Capt. James O'Kane, the 
pbavigator, Lieut. Wainwright Kellogg, and the executive 
officer, Lieut. Comdr. Harry Knox, were on the bridge at 
the time of the striking, and were vigilant in the periorm- 
ance of their duties.

THe Ordpance Department of the Navy has just 
issued a circular to the steel ma ufacturers of the 
Coited States, inviting proposals for supplying 
$200,000 worth of forged steel armor piercing pro- 
j_«'iles of domestic manufacture as follows: 6-inen, 
$30 000; 8-iach, $42,000 ; 10-inch. $100,000 ; 12-inch, $28, 
000. +B us will be opeued Nov. 30 oext. ‘I've follow 
ing conditions are prescribed. The projectiles and 
their ba-e plugs must be of forged steel and must 
be furaisbed to the dimensions sbown on plans. 
Toe cavi ies must be concentric with the exteriors, 
The right is reserved to alter the shape of projec 
tiles not in course of manufacture, from time to 
time. 

Lots for the firing teat will consist of one hundred 
(100) 6 iuwh. fifty (50) 8 inch, twenty-five (25) 10-inch 
or twenty (20) 12 10¢ch. 

On the competion of e ch lot two shells will be 
selected from the lot. by the Government inspector 
for the firing test; tbe soelis chosea being those 
whieh, in tbe opivion of the inspector, are leas. 
likely to pass the requ'red test. 

The targ+t to be ase in che firing test will consist 
in each case of a steel plate, of thickness equal to 
tbe calibre of the abell to be tested, properly bolted 
rnd secured to an oak backing 36 inches thick, and 
the whole roperly supported. 

One or th the soeils selected from each lot 
weignted to 100 counds for tne 6 inch, 250 pounds 
for the Sincb 500 pouuds for the 10-inch. and 850 
pounags for the 12 inch. will be fred against the 
promes target. with a strikiug Velucity of 1 650 f. a.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS, 


Tue Board of Trade of Newark, N. J., having 
expressed a desire to present (he Navy Department 
vito a bell for the new cruiser Newark, Representa- 
tive Seblba-b has addressed a lcitsr to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, askiog for particulars asto the 
kind aod size desired. 

For tbe future British men-of-war are to be fitted 
to carry a supply of fresb water in the double bot- 
toms of the engine-room and boiler compartments. 
This water will be ured io the boilers. All new 
sbips are o.dered to be altered to meet this order 
before being commissioned. 

THe German corvette Olga, which went ashore 
duriug the burricane at Apiain April last, has ar- 
rived at Gibraltar from samoa, and will shortly 
leave for Germany. Tbe Admiralty have isaned ina- 
structions for the cruiser Calliope, Capt. Beary C. 
Kane, to be recommissioned at Sydney for another 
term ef service on the Australian Station. 

More than the attention ordinarily bestowed on 
new belm an: speed indicators seems just at present 
to be given to an improved form of what is gener- 
ally koown as the “crescent helm indicator,” an 
Ev glieb invention of extremely simple device, and 
apparently as thoroughly effectual as it is simple. 
Two or tbree of the prominent Eogli-h lines are 
experimentiog witb the system, waich seems to be 
as automatic aud perfect as could be desired. The 
resulta of tests about to be made at the docks in 
London will probably afford some useful informa- 
tion to be presented to the Marine Vonference, as 
the subject of lightsand methods of preventing col- 
paene al sea are among the most important matters 

r consideration. 
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Tue Engineering News thinks ** the new Navy is 
certsinly developing the shipbuilding industry of 
this country.” 

Tue Halifax graving dock, the largest on this side 
of the Atlantic, was formally opened on Friday by 
tbe entrance of the British warship Canada. The 
dock cost $1,000,000, and has been three years 
building. ; 

It is reported from Norfolk, where the Board on 
the Texas recently went from Annapolis, that the 
result of their deliberations will be a recommenda- 
tion to lessen the weight of the guns and macbiner 
to conform to tbe present dimensions of the hull. 
Nothing has been beard at the Navy Department as 
to whether such a conclusion has been reached, but 
the report is by no means discredited. 

THE record of the life saving service during the 
recent storms on the Atlantic coast, which has been 
received at the Treasury Department, furnishes so 
creditable a story of the efficiency and daring 
bravery of the life saving corps under severe trials 
of their courage and endurance that Superintend- 
ent Kimball will take advantage of this opportunity 
to recommend ip his annual report that the pay of 
the members of the corps be increased. 

Tue boilers of the Deluth Electric Light and 
Power Co., designed by E. D. Leavith, consulting 
engiveer of the Calumet and Hecla Mines, are to be 
supplied with 40 in. diameter 18 ft. long corrugated 
flues, manufactured by tbe Continental [ron Works, 
Brooklyn, N. Y. Six corrugated flues, 36 in. diame- 
ter and 6ft. long, are to be supplied to the new 
steamer Algonquin, which is having her eugines 
put in by the Dry Dock Engine Works of Detroit. 

AMONG the various uses of celluloid, it would ap- 
pear to be a suitable sheathing for ships, in place of 
coppet. A French company now undertakes to 
supply the substance for this at 9 franes per surface 
metre, and per millimetre of thickness. Llu experi- 
ments by M. Butaine, plates of celluloid applied to 
various vessels in January last were removed five 
or six months after, and found intact and free from 
marine vegetation, which was abundant on parts 
uncovered, 

H. M. Ss. Hecla, Thames, and Warspite are to pro- 
ceed to Portland, where they will go through a 
number of experiments, the results of which will be 
considered in convection with the present regula- 
tious for avoiding collisions at sea. The vessels are 
tobe stopped when steaming under natural draught, 
ard the time and distance taken from when the 
order is given tothetime the ships actually stop. 
They will also be steamed at a rate of six knots, and 
the time wil] be taken for the vessels to alter course 
in various ways, so as to clear a passing vessel, the 
ships turning to starboard and to port, first with 
both propellers working, and then with one screw 

stopped. 

THE British war -bip Sultan has been docked at 
Malta, and it is found that the damage suffered by 
her is less serious than bad been feared. Her plates 
bave been more or less torn away from about forty 
feet from the ram to within fifty feet of the stern- 

ost on the starboard side, the break extending 

rom the keel to twelve feet below the water line. 
The rudder spindie is broken about six feet below 
the water line. The omginal hole in the bottom, 
made when the ship first struck, is just below the 
foremast, and is tbe worst injury sustained. The 
subsequent damage resulted wheu tbe sbip shifted 
from ber original position. There is no injury of 
avy importance on the port side. Itis currenily 
reported at Malta that not £10,000 bas been ex pend- 
ed on the work; therefore the salvage company 
will clear about £40,000. 


THE naval apprentices attached to the training 
station at Newport, R. I., went into camp Sepr. 19, 
the camp being named after the Secretary of the 
Navy. Following is the detail of Camp Tracy, 
Coasters’ Harbor Island: Colonel, Lieut.-Comdr.

Clerks to Colonel—Shipwriters Barkley and Ma- 
hony. Sinee the removal of the ship the general 
health is reported to be excellent. There is now a 
full ship's company of about 500 all told. 

SECRETARY TRACY has finally decided to build the 
two 3,000 ton cruisers in the Government Navy- 
yards. Before taking this step he made inquiry of 
the leading shipbuilding firms as to whether there 
Was any possibility of modifying the designs for the 
vessels, retaining meanwhile full strength and 
speed, so as tosecure bids within ihe limit of cost 
fixed by Congress. The shipbuilders were of opin- 
ion that this could not be done. Secretary Tracy 
regards the law as mandatory upon him to con- 
struct the ships, but he beheves that he was given 
the discretionary power to build them in the Navy- 
yards if the bids were too high, even if they fell 
witbin the limit fixed by Congress. Orders will be 
issued immediately to carry out his intentions. One 
versel complete will be built at the New York 
Navy-yard as well as the machinery for the other, 
while the bull and boilers of the second vessel will 
be constructed at the Norfolk Navy-yard. By this 
arrangement one set of patterns can be made to 
serve for both ships, being first used at New York 
and then sent to Norfolk.

THE CHICAGO’S SPEED TRIAL, 


THE cruiser Chicago finished her speed trials at 
Newport Sept. 18 and made the 1444 knots an hour 
for one mile. The weather conditions were good, 
the wind light and the sea calm. The Yorktown 
went out to make manceuvres, but returned with- 
out doing so, the wind becoming too strong in the 
afternoon. The Chicago also abandoned her manceu- 
vres. Both cruisers will make their tests Sept. 19 
if the weather is favorable. 

On the previous day the weather was very un- 
favorable, there being a high wind from the west- 
ward directly acioss the course, making it neces- 
sary to keep the helm over toa considerable angle 
to keep the range iu line. This was found so serious 
a matter that the Yorktown gave up after an bour 
and a half and returned to her anchorage. The 
Chicago went on und completed all but one of the 
various sets of trials required by the supervising 
board. At two-thirds power, the engines making 
fifty-six revolutions, she made 134% knots. Four 
runs were made at about this speed, and then the 
forced draught was turned on and the fires cleaned 
for the full-power trial. Two preliminary runs 
gave l4.3and 14.9%. Then came the final and official 
time. The rates of speed recorded were 14.9, 15.1, 
15.1, and 16.05; mean speed, 15.4. Throughout the 
day’s work the engines ran smoothly and satisfac- 
torily. The speed developed was disappointing, but 
her officers refuse to consider it as final, and insist 
that while the Chicago will never equal the speed of 
the Baltimore, she will yet show herself to be a 17 
knot ship. 

On Sept. 14, with 44 revolutions, the following 
speeds were made: 10.35 knots, 10.30 knots, 1093 
k nots, and 9.78 knots; mean average, 10.48 knots per 
hour. During these runs the steam pressure was 
confined to 85 pounds; vacuum, 27. The tempera- 
ture of the fireroom was from 120 deg. to 125 deg. 
The blowers were making 125 revolutions per 
minute, the engines following full stroke. There 
were no hot bearings. The force of the wind at the 
time varied from 6to 7, with an accompanying 
cheney sea. 

On the next series the engines were opened out to 
6Lrevolutions, four runs being made under these 
conditions. The speeds were, respectively, 13.35 
12.74, 14.09, and 12.50 knots an hour, or an average of 
13.30 knots per hour. One run was made with the 
starboard engine making 63 revolutions and the 
port engine stopped. The speed developed was 9.62. 
10.81 knots per hour. In these last ruos steam was 
at 85 pounds, vacuum 28, temperature of fireroom 
1235 deg. The blowers made from 20 to 250 re- 
volutions per minute. 








NORFOLK’S NEW DRY DOCK. 


THERE was a large assem blage at Norfolk, Va., on 
Thursday, to witness the opening of the new dry 
dock at the Navy yard.

The work of flooding the Jock began at 10 A. M., 
and ata few minutes before 12 the Yantic was 
moored in the dock. The work of pumping out was 
cow pleted about 2:30 o’clock. 

Afterward the Messrs. Simpson entertained about 
500 guests at a banquet. 

The dock was inspected and tested by the Naval 
Com mission, consisting of Capt. Bunce, Naval Con- 
structor Steele and Civil Engr. Maxson. They re- 
port that the drainage pumps deliver three and one 
half times the amount of water required by the 
eootract. The machivery for pumping out thedock 
consists of two centrifugal pumps, each 42 inches in 
diameter, driven by two vertical engines having 
cylinders 28 inches in diameter, with a stroke of 24 
inches. Steam power is furnished by three steel 
Scotch boilers 13 feet in diameter and 11 feet 
long. These pumps havea capacity of 30,000 gallons 
per minute.

A NUMBER of citizens of Petes held a con- 
ference at the Mayor's office on Thursday for the 
purpose of considering the question of presenting 
to the new Goveroment cruiser Philadelphia, re- 
cently constructed by the Messrs. Cramp, some evi- 
dence of their appreciation of having the vessel 
named after the city.

terest of the man to remain through his term of

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A NAVAL POLICY. 

THE propositions for reorganizing and improving 
our Navy, which are now being discussed by the 
different boards appointel by Secretary Tracy, re- 
call the admirable suggestions contained in a series 
of articles which appeared in the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL 15 years ago—1874-6—written by Com- 
mander Meade, now Captain Meade, commandant 
of the Navy-yard, Washington. Captain Meade in 
these articles showed that in 1872, the tonnage of 
the British Navy was approximately one-ninth of 
that of the mercantile marine and that of France 
one-tenth, while the entire tonnage of the United 
States Navy, including vessels good, bad and in- 
different, was only one-twenty-fourth of the mer- 
cantile marine. This last proportion Captain Meade 
considered a fair one, provided the so called ‘‘ Re. 
serve” was really a reserve force in the absolute 
sense ; that is, if that force were in such con- 
dition of readiness for service as to be able to 
take the sea in, let us say, 30 days. Unfortunately, 
such was not the case, never has been the case, and 
never will be the case in the U. S. Navy until there 
is a definite and comprehensive nayal policy, which 
the law shall require successive administrations to 
adhere to. 

The principal point in the policy outlined bg 
Captain Meade was the building up of a navy of 
200,000 tons, one-half to constitute the active 
service or cruising fleet and the other half a re- 
serve, divided into three classes of vessels, prepared 
to take the sea in 10 days, 30 days, and more than 
30 days. This navy it was proposed to divide into 
a fleet for home defence and another for offensive 
warfare, composed of the following integral parts : 

First, heavy-armored and high-speed ironclads 
of, say, 6,000 tons, for coast and harbor defence 
and as cruisers; second, partially-protected rams of 
great speed and handiness, with light batteries; 
third, lightly-armored, smali, swift and handy tor- 
pedo vessels, one ironclad, two rams, and two tor- 
pedo vessels to act together as ‘‘ consorts in battle;” 
fourth, sail-rigged steam cruisers of great speed, 
** commerce destroyers,” armed with guns of great 
range and power, fitted with a ram-bow, and able 
to keep the sea for at least eight months at a time; 
Jifth, coast defence gunboats of light draft, good 
speed, and limited rig; siath, storeships, harbor 
training ships, practice tenders, receiving ships, 
despatch vessels, bomb vessels, and tugs. One-half 
the tonnage of this Navy (or 100,000 tons) should 
be in vessels of the first, second, and third classes, 
the remaining half in vessels of the fourth, fifth, 
and sixth classes. It was proposed to divide this 
Navy into first-rate, of over 4,000 tons displace 
ment, named after States; second-rate, 1,500-2,500 
tons, named after cities; third-rate, 500-1,500 tons, 
named after rivers; fourth-rate, under 500 tons,

named after lakes; fifth-rate, miscellaneous vessels. 
Captain Meade's idea was to distribute this Navy in 
time of peace into two fleets and six squadrons, 
viz.: North and South Atlantic, Pacific and Asiatic, 
this last to comprise the Indian and Australian 
Seas, where we have very important commercial 
interests; and a home squadron of evolution: a 
grand total of ninety-six vessels in commission for 
cruising and special service, with about 12,000 
men, including marines and seamen apprentices 
under instruction. Capt. Meade’s estimate was fora 
fleet of 249,000 tons, with reference to which he said: 
‘s Assuming the cost of construction at even the 
excessive figure of $350 per ton weight of new 
ships, $7,000,000 per annum, carefully and judi- 
ciously expended under a responsible, careful and 
exact system of administration for a period of ten 
years, would amply suffice to create a magnificent 
iron fleet, the formidable character of which, by 
its moral effect alone, might save us untold millions 
in the future, which, owing to our defective sys- 
tem now as during the late Civil War, are sare to be 
squandered or misused if war comes upon us sud- 
denly, without a change, well nigh radical, in our 
present method of transacting naval business. Oo 
serve, however, that to maintain our pres2n% files 
efficiently on twelve millions per annum some huge 
reforms are necessary, such as the repeal of the 
e‘ght-bour law, the elimination of the question of 
partisan politics from naval appointment, and 
closing of unnecessary naval stations, and the re- 
duction of all unnecessary expenses, the curtailment 
of certain salaries and wages, the reduction of the 
personnel to the number of persons actually needed, 
the establishment of a proper civil service in con- 
nection with dockyard worF, etc.” 

Whatever may be thought as to the details of 
Captain Meade’s plan, there can be no doubt that 
had his ideas been adopted and properly carried 
out, we should now have had a Navy worthy of 
the country, and one obtained at the cost of an 
addition to the annual budget which would never 
have been thought of. Congress is not disposed to 
be illiberal toward the Navy, but they wish to see 
some substantial agreement upon a policy before 
voting away the people’s money. One thing is es- 
sentis] to the building of a great Navy, and that is 
more thorough appreciation of the necessity for 
engineering ability, using the term in its large 
sense as indicating the talent that has built up our 
great systems of transportation, including the 
magnificent vessels of our transatlantic steamship 
lines. Constructive talent is not required of our 
Navy officers, and yet each one of them is as sure 
that he has it as he is confident that he can ‘*‘ farm 
a small property or edit a newspaper.” 








THE UNITED STATES IN 1990. 


MEN as they grow old are apt to become pessi- 
mistic in their philosophy and to waste their time 
in unavailing regrets that the former days were 
better chan these. General Montgomery C. Meigs, 
U. S. A., is an exception to this rule, for he is full 
of the most optimistic views of cheerful prophecy 
as to the future of the country he has done so much 
to serve. He anticipates for us by the end of this 
century a population of nearly ninety millions 
(89,653,333), by the middle of the next century 
381,763,837, and b>fore its close, that is, in 1990 | 
1,206,562,248, or a population nearly, or quite, 
equal to the total population of the globe at the 
present time. This will give 399 persons to the 
square mile, England having now 389, China 420, 
and Belgian, 434. ‘‘Such a nation,” says General 
Meigs, ‘‘ will have a power and a commerce and 
industry not heretofore known to the world. Our 
ships and those of our allies will bring the spare 
products of every land to our shores. Systems of 
interior land and water transport, perhaps mostly 
operated by electric power, will rapidly and cheaply 
distribute them.” For New York City a ropulation 
of thirty millions is prophesied for 1990, anda total 
urban population at that date of 240 millions, 
These speculations appear in the number of Science 
for Aug. 16, 1889. 

With reference to them, General Meigs says in a 
private letter to us : ‘‘ The facts are from the cen- 
sus reports and the best writerson the laws of 
population, The inferences are simply the results 
of applying these facts and laws} to augur the 
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progress of our country on the hypothesis that 
natural laws which have held sway here for 250 
years, will probably hold good for 50 or 100 years 
more, without a‘ great “change. Allison in 1840, 
after Malthus in 1798, asserted that from 1640 to 
their dates, the U.S. had doubled its population 
every 23} years. The census reports of the U. 8. 
show that this law has continued to our day. The 
destructive waste of civil war appears in a strong 
light, when it 1s shown that while we buried about 
400,000 men on both sides, there are now in the United 
States some nine million fewer people than if peace 
had reigned among us in the five years following 
1860. In these tables, it seems to me, the Army 
and Navy have an interest. Nations of such mag. 
nitude as ours will be within the life of the rising 
gen>ration, cannot afford to be without the means 
at command to make a quick display of powerful 
force, which will generally prevent the necessity of 
its actual use by the Government responsible for 
the maintenance of tranquillity and order. And it 
will become more and more necessary to provide 
and maintain a body of highly educated and trained 
men to cultivate the knowledge of military and 
naval science, free from the pursuit of trade, poli- 
tics and wealth, whose rewards will become more 
and more engrossing as population and wealth and 
luxury increase. Oar grandchildren will be mem- 
bers of a commonwealth of 284 millions of citizens, 
No such empire has ever existed. When at height 
of power, Rome, the Empire, had 120 million people. 
As its citizens and soldiers grew rich and luxurious, 
depending on force to maintain its power and in- 
tegrity, it was no longer able to withstand the in- 
roads of northera barbarians driven from their 
forests by the laws of natural multiplication and 
increase of mankind. What was to the 31 millions 
of 1860 an enormous and crushing expenditure for 
defence, will be a trifle to the 280 millions of 1940.” 








THE engineer officers of the British Navy have 
been gradually improving their position of late 
years but they are still unsatisfied. The Admiralty 
Guzette says: ‘‘It must be admitted that the steam 
branch of the Service has grown enormously in im- 
portance during late years, and the Admiralty can 
not afford, even if it so wished, to set aside the de- 
mands of aclass which hangs well together, and 
has at its back the support of a very powerful pro- 
fession. We believe that it would be comparatively 
easy to make many of the concessions sought were 
it not for the fact that engineer officers are so 
numerous. To grant additional privileges and in- 
creased pay to the large numbers now borne afloat 
would necessitate a demand which Parliament 
might notsee its way to granting. The question to 
be seriously considered 1s whether we have too 
many commissioned officers in the steam branch, 
and farther whether maaoy of the daties which offi- 
cers are now called upon to perform might not be 
handed over to Chief Petty, or, if needs be, to war- 
rant officers. There are very many now serving as 
officers who feel that the arduous labors they are 
called upon to perform in the engine room are scarcely 
such as befit one holding Her Majesty’s commission 
as an Officer and a gentleman. Indeed, it is hard 
for one who has such duties to belong to a mess 
where no other members are‘subject to such dis- 
agreeable and even grimy work. It places them in 
an anomalous position, and they inwardly feel that 
their relative rank and uniform are not in keeping 
with the engine-room.”’ The Gazette proposes, 
therefore, to reduce the number of naval engineers 
holding commissions and to increase the number of 
the engine-room artificers. 








Captain Geo. A. Armes, U. 8. A., retired, is to 
the front once more. <A proposed inquiry into his 
inental condition is what brings him before the pub- 
lic at the present time. We announced last week 
that a medical board had been ordered to inqaire 
into his sanity. The board was to have met Sept. 
17, but on Monday an order was issued suspending 
the meeting until further orders. This action is 
understood to mean that the Department, upon 
second thought, was a little doubtful of the juris— 
diction of a medical board in this case, or at any 
rate preferred that the civil courts should pass 
judgment. The recollection of the difficulties sur- 





rounding the Walker case a few years ago doubt- 
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less led to this conclusion. It is also understood 
that the complainant who first asked the Depart- 
ment to inquire into Capt. Armes’s condition con- 
cluded, finally, that it would be wiser to bring the 
case to the attention of the civil courts. Capt. 
Armes was fully prepared to appear before the 
medical board on Tuesday, having made arrange- 
ments with friends to testify as to his sanity, and if 
necessary to protest against the jurisdiction of the 
boerd. He threatens to bring suit against Gen. 
Schofield, who, as acting Secretary of War, issued 
the order convening the board to examine into his 
mental condition. 








DuRinG the prevalence of the great storm of last 
week a despatch was sent broadcast over the coun- 
try that ‘‘ fears were entertained for the safety of 
the Atlanta,” followed by such a description of her 
peculiarities of construction, as to leave no doubt 
that the reporter obtained his information from 
some opponent of the Advisory Board. The reports 
of her performance in the heavy gale which she 
encountered ought to put to silence forever all cav- 
illings as to her ‘‘ structural weakness,” or as to 
her ab‘lity to encounter the ordinary vicissitudes of 
a cruising vessel, for she has undoubtedly justified 
the expectation of her designers and their friends, 
Indeed, the testimony as to the handiness and sea - 
worthiness of both the Atlanta ani Boston is all 
but unanimous, and it is to be hoped that we have 
heard the last of the controversy over these vessels, 
not only in the Service but in the daily press, which 
has tor the last four or five years taken sides for or 
against them, according to the political proclivities 
of tbe editor. It was peculiarly fittiag that in such 
a crucial test the Atlanta should have been com- 
manded by one of her designers, and Capt. Howell 
is to be congratulated on the behavior of the ship 
for which he is so largely responsible. 








THE War Department is anxiously awaiting the 
receipt of the report of the Board of Visitors to the 
Military Academy, which is now some weeks over- 
due. The Rev. Dr. Arthur. Edwards of Chicago, 
Ill., secretary of the Board, commenced the com- 
pilation of the report shortly after the exercises in 
June last, but further than this the Department 
has no information, The fact that it has been de- 
layed and that the Board has three eminent writers 
upon it seems to be good reasons for anticipating 
an unusually interesting document. Imagine, for 
instance, the riding exercises described by the 
president of the Board, General Lew Wallace, in 
the graphic style of the chariot race in ‘* Ben Hur;” 
the purely military features told by that well known 
writer, Captain Charles King, U. S. A., retired, and 
the subject of temperance discussed by Dr. Edwards. 








THE cost of the fleet recently inspected in British 
waters, irrespective of armament, is estimated at 
eighty-five millions of dollars, and one hundred 
and five millions of dollars have been voted for its 
increase during the next four years and a half. 
The number of heavy guns was 569, weighing 6,309 
tons, an equivalent weight, says the Army and 
Navy Gazette, to that of the armament of torty 
threc-deckers of the early days of this century. But 
when it is borne in mind that the whole arsenal of 
quick-firing and machine-guns which were present 
on Monday have been excluded from the calcula- 
tion, it is clear that the modern fleet is incompara- 
bly superior, not enly in power, but in actual weight 
of metal. 








Ir is expected that a cavalry officer will be se- 
lected to fill the vacancy on the limited retired list, 
caused by the recent death of Captain W. B. Lowe, 
U. 8S. Army, under the new rale of distributing dis- 
ability retirements equally, as far as possible, 
among the three arms. The cboice is thought to 
rest between Capt. Gregg, 2d Cav., and Capt. Thos. 
M. McDouga!l, 7th Cav. The former would give 
promotion to the senior Ist lieutenant in regiments 
where there are incapacitated officers, and the lat- 
ter to the senior ?d lieutenant. The length of ser- 
vice of officers of the latter rank is also now con- 
sidered in connection with disability retirements. 








THE inequalities of promotion is a subject that 
will be fully dwelt upon by the Commanding Gen- 
eral‘andfother[officers of the War Department in 
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their fortheomirg annual reports. Facts and 
figures will be presented to show the disadvantages 
to many of the present systew, and some well- 
considered recommendations to remedy this state 
of affairs will no doubt appear. Something in the 
direction of an assured promotion after a reason- 
able number of years’ service in the two lower 
grades, it is believed, will be advocated by the 
Commanding General. 








A HiTcH has occurred in the selection of a secrc- 
tary and treasurer of the Army Mutual Aid Asso- 
ciation. The officer the board of directors would 
like 1s not available for the detail, and the officcr 
who is anxious for it, and whose assignment thereto 
would probably be authorized by the Secretary of 
War, is not acceptable to the board of directors. 
Pending the return of a member of the board, when 
a meeting wil be held and some other officer de- 
cided upou, Captain Smart, assistant surgeon, U.S. 
Army, is at present performing the duties of the 
office. 








THE next meeting of the Ordnance and Fortifi- 
cation Board will be held in Washington on the 3d 
of October. One of the subjects to be considered 
then is the request of the Hotchkiss Company, 
through Lieutenant Moore, its American repre- 
sentative, for an order for a 6-pounder rapid-fire 
gun for experimental pucposes in comparison with 
other similar inventions. The members of the 
board being very busy with their regular work, it 
was not practicable to hold a meeting during Sep- 
tember. 








GENERALS HowArD and Miles are expected to 
give special attention in their annual reports to the 
condition of our seacoast defences, the former 
covering the Atlantic and the latter the Pacific 
Coast. The subject is one not only worthy of 
special attention, but of special action as well. 








THE Military Academy graduates of 1889 are due 
with their respective regiments in a few days, and 
will be cheerfully accorded their places on the 
‘** duty roster,” for at many of our posts the num- 
ber of officers is quite limited. 








MONUMENTS continue to go up at Gettysburg in 
memory of the soldiers of the war, and the persist- 
ence and energy shown by the comrades of the 
dead in this respect are worthy of the highest praise. 








THE veterans of the Army of the Tennessee have 
now their footsteps turned towards Cincinnati, ard 
the 25th annual reunion there next week, Sept. 25 
and 26, promises to be a most successful occasion. 








**Wuat cannot artillery do at its best?” exclaims 
our enthusiastic contemporary, the London Army 
and Navy Gazette. *‘In the fourth volume of Kaye 
and Malleson’s ‘ History of the Indian Mutiny,’ just 
out, a graphic account is given of Colin Cookwor- 
thy’s remarkable feat when operating against the 
mutineers after the fall of Delhi. A large force of 
the enemy was retreating, and the artillery on our 
side had got into a ploughed field. A wall, full3 
feet high, separated tbe fiela from the road, and ap- 
peared to fully cover the retreating Sepoys. Capt. 
(now General) Cookworthy—for the veteran still 
lives—took his troop of horse artillery across the 
field at full gallop, and rode straight at the wall. 
What followed is thus described: ‘On they came; 
over go the leaders nicely both together, next fol- 
lows the centre pair, and lastly, the wheelers take 
the leap; then, with a sort of a kick and a bump, 
over goes the gun on tothe bard road! The Fusi- 
liers were so delighted that they gave a ringing 
cheer, while the Sikbs who witnessed the feat looked 
on with open mouths and eyes. “Truly, that is 
wonderful!" burst from their lips spontaneously.’ 
Of such was the old Bengal Artillery—unsurpassed 
and unsurpassable ?”’ 





Or the Grand Army the New York Tribune says: 
“ Of the 800,000 veterans who probably survive to- 
day, 410,686 are enrolled in the Grand Army. Of 
these 382,498 are in good standing, that is, have paid 
their dues, the source from which nearly a quarter 
of a million of dollars is disbursed annually for the 
relief of the more needy. Perhaps 40,000 were pres- 
entat Milwaukee. Boston next year will hardly 
bring together so many. Indeed, it is doubtful if 
any of these figures will ever be exceeded. The 
Gracd Army has ‘grown steadily since 1879, but 
hencefortb, in the nature of things, the deaths 





must exceed the accessions, and the increasing 
weight of years, so strongly and so powerfully evi- 
dent at Milwaukee, will have its effect, too, every 
year more and more upon the endurance and at- 
tendance of the old veterans.

MaJsor CHARLES R. GREENLEAF, Surgeon, U.S. A., 
willread an interesting paper, entitled ‘* Personal 
Identity as a Means of Recognizing Deserters,’’ be- 
fore the Military Service Institution at Governor’s 
Island on Friday, Sept. 27. Major Greenleaf is the 
author of the scheme put into operation last spring 
of taking nute of marks and other peculiarities of 
recruits and reporting the same to the Surgeon- 
General of the Army, where by an ingenious and 
well arranged method it can be discovered whether 
any deserters have re enlisted. Having his facts 
well in hand, Major Greenleaf will be able to give 
some interesting information as to the result: f the 
new scheme, together with its possibilities. 








Tue Boston Herald critically says: “If Regular 
officers, detailed by the Secretary of War to attend 
State military encampments, desire to be appre- 
ciated, they should, in ail cases, look, act, and dress 
like soldiers. [f the Reguiar officer detailed to visit 
a recent encampment of citizen soldiers in a certain 
New England city bad attended a Massachusetts 
encampment and exhibited his ignorance of the 
customs as well as the courtesies of the Service, as 
Le did on that occasion, he would have been laughed 
off tue grounds.” 








AS FAR as we can learn, there is no trutb in the 
statement published this week to the effect that 
Secretary Tracy would soon issue a general order 
limiting the tour of shore service of the younger 
officers of the Navy to one year. With the comple- 
tion of new vessels, now in course of construction, 
more officers will, of course, be required for sea ser- 
vice and, unless Congress should increase the per- 
sonnel, shorter periods of shore service will neces- 
sarily prevail, but as far as we can learn, there is no 
intention of issuing a general order on the subject. 








A MONUMENT tothe memory of Major-Gen. Jesse 
L. Reno was unveiled Sept. 14, on South Mountain 
battlefield, by tbe surviving members of the 9th 
Army Corps. The monument stands near tbe spot 
where Gen. Reno fell, is of grauite, eight feet high, 
and on the second base bears the word “ Reno”’ in 
raised letters. Tbe unveiling ceremonies were very 
interesting. Gen. O. B. Willcox, U.S. A, delivered 
the vration. 








SPEAKING of the defence of London the Army 
and Navy Gazette says: “It is very certain that to 
construct a chain of permanent forts would be to 
indulge in a foolish piece of extravagance, and this 
is the decision of theGovernment. Asa substitute, 
bowever, we are to have one or two semi-perma- 
nent fieldworks, which points, when an emergency 
occurs, will be united by hasty entrenchments.” 








United Services Gazette favors ‘“‘the Whiteball 
people”’ with this bint: *‘ The presence in the Beh- 
ring Sea of a trustworthy vessel, carrying a few 
guns and commanded by a resolute officer, might 
do much to simplify the questions at present under 
discussion in regard to the seal fishery and its 
rights.” Then, again, it migbt possibly complicate 
the situation beyond all disentanglement. 








THE steamship Alvo, which arrived in New York 
on Monday, brought as a passenger E. Prophéte, a 
brother of Gen. Anselm Propbéte, recently Légi- 
time’s Minister of Finance, who states that affairs at 
Port au Prince are improving under the direction of 
Hippolyte. A new election is soon to be held and 
there is little doubt that Hippolyte will be chosen 
President of Hayti. 








Apvices from San Francisco state that the caleus 
lations regarding the horse power speed developed 
by the cruiser Charleston, just completed by the 
trial board, show a maximum horse power of 7,093 
and an average horse power of 6 816 for four hours; 
average speed, 18.75 knots, though a maximum of 
191g knots was developed for a short time.

CREEDMOOR. 


THE stormy weather which interfered so much with the 
success of the 17th annual meeting continued up to and in- 
cluumng Friday, Sept. 13. Saturday, Sept. 14, which early in 
the moroivg looked threatening, turned out fine—the only 
day of the meeting that was so. The attendance under the 
adverse circumsiances was very good, and bad there been 
pleasant weather the indications were that the meeting 
would have been one of the most successful ever held. 
Aside from the weather there was only one otber unpleasant 
incident. It occurred during the competition for tbe Hilton 
Trophy. There is » clause in the rules governing the meet- 
ing which allows competitors one minute to each shot in all 
competitions, unless otherwise provided in their terms. 
Under the circumstances the above rule applied to the Hil- 
ton Tropby match, and a notice to this eff«ct was posted on 
the bulletin bourd. The match was teing very closely con- 
tested. New York’s team finished first,and when it was 
finally concluded at 5.10 P. M.,and when the born signaled 
the time for closing, Massachusetts had one shot to fire and 
Pennsyivania two shots, neither of which were allowed 
under the rule. Asthe former team at this time was only 
two points ahead of Pennsylvania, the chances are that the 
ruling out of the men in question resulted to the detriment 
of Pennsyivapia, wbo virtually won the match. There was 
great dissatisfaction expressed on all sides at the cecision of 
Gen. Robbins. the executive officer, in holding so strictly to 
the ove minute rule just at that time. At the shorter ranges, 
it is claimed, the tiove limit was pot strictly enforced, and f 
such was the case 1t would certainly have been far prefera- 
bie to have allewed the two minutes necessary to decide 
the match on its merits. If the rule was expansive at one 
range, it ougbt to be at another. The consent of the three 
team captains could also have been asked to agree to the 
slight extension of time, and it is almost safe to assume they 
would have been chivairous enough to agree. 

It is further claimed that some of the markers scoring 
for Pennsylvania were very slow—in many instances 35 
seconds being taken to score a shot. The majority of New 
York’s team and all of Massachusetts were very outspoken 
agaipst the ourcome of the match. The Massachusetts team 
feel that they bave a tropby pot won on its merits. It isto 
be regretted tbat any unpleasantness should have arisen. 
If each team had been cautioned by an official of the 
N. R. A , during the last stage of the match, regarding time, 
it would have been better. Of course, rules governing a 
competition should be strictly and impartially enforced, 
and the conditions made fully known to the contestants. 
If Gen. Robbins did this no tault can be found with him— 
he did his duty; if, on the otber hand, be made an excep- 
tion of holding strictly to time limit at a lesser range, he 
was certainly wrong in so doing. A precedent was estab- 
jisbed four years ago that the match stopped when the born 
blew. on which occasion the New York team was ruled out 
before its score was completed because “the born had 
blown.” Massachusetts knew perfectly well that it was 
bound to shoot in the time allowed, because the officer in 


command of the team cautioned bis men as to the time. 
Pennsylvania bas the same rule at home, we believe, but it 
seems that thes did not appreciate the necessity of floisbing 
the -cures withir the time in this march. The general opio- 
ion seems to be, that while Gen. Robbins, as executive offi- 
cer, was doubtless right under the stric: letter of the law 
and technically bound to enforce the rule, yet it would 
bave been more judicious under the circumstances to have 
been a little blind and Jet the point of time be raised bv one 
ot the contestants by a protest. rather thao raise it bimeelf. 
The real blunder was in the captuins of teams not figuring 
out their time and bavivg a distinct uoderstandiog with 
the executive officer beforehand, and if they were delayed 
applying for more time. 

eut, andQ. M Kobert C. Patterson, l4th Reet., N. G., 
ot Pennsylvania, bas written a letter of protest to Col, L. 
A. Watres, Inspector General «f Rifle Practice, claiming 
that General R »bbins gave wrong decisions in favor of the 
New York team, and that he burried the firing so that the 
scores could n+ t be obtained correctly. Several appeals 
were mace to General Robbins, but Lieut, Patterson says 
that he decideu iu New York's favor ip some instances, and 
permitted sharp praciices in otbers. Lieut. Pattersoa also 
claims that it was “a clear case of robberv ” on the pest of 
Gen. Robbins, who thought New York bad won w he 
calted the match, after having allowed firing after time, 
apparently with that end 10 view. 

Gen. Roobins’ answer to these s veral charges is a general 
denial, accompanied by the specific statement that when he 
ordered the horu to be sounded to close the match at 5 08, 
be had no know‘edge whatever as to bow the scores stoud, 
it beine bis invaria custom to avoid inquiry.

A QUESTION OF FACT. 


BRIGADE HEADQUARTERS, CONNECTICUT x G., 
MIDDLETOWN, Sept. 9, 1889 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

IN reading your articles on the Connecticut Eucampment 
1 am much surprised at the uncalled for and inaccurate 
criticisms of your correspondent. I will call your attention 
to but two of them.

A little further on your correspondent states that for 
some unknown reasou, Ww .-Gen. Graham presented 
command to the Governor, the latter did not wait for Gen. 
Graam to escort him in the review in line, but started off 
with bis staff. leaving the General in his position, where he 
remained througbout the review.

has not, I am compelled to hold Cet the criticism was right.

| rule, in Geueral Orders. But where changes in Regula- 

tions are made, to become “authorized” it 1s necessary to 

adopt said changes and promulgate same in orders. This is 

a change from the Regulations and should be adopted by 
the State in the usual way. 

The question of fact as to whetber or no it wasa 
review wouid depend upon the command given. 
After the battalions broke in:v coiumu of com- 
panies, if the command “ Pass in review,”’ etc., was 
given, it was a review, otherwise it was not.

GO SLOW! 


A CORRESPONDENT whe differs from all others that 
have favored us with their views on the canteen, 
presents bis objections to the system, as follows: 

This is not a plea for the post trader. All know 
the abuses that. have grown up under the system of 
traderships. The average post trader will tell you 
beis not at a militery post “for bis health.”” And 
be proves it by bis Jew-like haste to make as much 
money as possible in the shortest possible period of 
time. The profits of his merchandise store are 
small, and of his bar-room large. So he keeps on 
hand the smallest possible stock of dry goods a:d 
groceries, and pays his attention to the bar-room. 
It is easier to swindle the soldiers than the officers, 
so he sells to the latter at a reduced price. He is 
on the good side of the post commander, and escapes 
rigid scrutiny. He pays little attention to the prices 
fixed by the council of administration. And in spite 
of orders to the contrary, he will sellto mep who 
are already drunk. He manages also to dispose of 
much whiskey and strong liquors to both men and 
officers. On pay days, as on other days, the post 
trader does as be pleases, and consequently there is 
much disorder, and noise, acd drunkenness. 

But in some ways the post trader’s store is a great 
convenience, almost a necessity. He keeps a gro- 
cery store and there we can obtain articles that we 
need, and which the Government never furnishes, 
such as fresh vegetables, ergs, ice, and delicacies, 
He sells general merchandise, including articles 
which we often need at short notice, and which 
otherwise we would have to send hundreds of 
miles for. 

But all tbat is to be changed, we are told. We 
must do without our grocery and merchandise store 
because we are to have the canteen. Is the canteen 
to supply its place? No. What, then, is the can- 
teen? It is a Government lager beer saloon. The 
post commander will have general charge of it. An 
officer, whose talents well qualify him for the posi- 
tion, will be deputed to act as proprietor, and he 
will be assisted by several enlisted men chosen for 
their qualifications as bar-keepers. The Govern- 
ment will be made to furnish a large building and 
keep it in urder without reat; all supplies are to be 
transported free; the services of the offiver and en- 
listed men will be furnished free. The profits of 
bo institution are divided among the companies at 
the post. 

itis the great boast among the supporters of the 
canteen that the profits ure large. Why should 
they not_be large? You pay no rent, no freight, 
no wages. Make a fair allowance for these items 
and deduct it from your profits and they would be 
nil. But the fault of the system is that all the offi- 
cers in the t are combined together to make these 
profits as large as possible. The company officers 
desire an increase in the company fund, so the beer 
saloon is made as attractive as possible; if men run 
short of ready cash they are encouraged to hypo- 
thecate their next month's pay, by signing orders 
on it, which will be collected next pay day by the 
cowpany commander. Some of the profits that have 
been reported could not have been obtained unless 
the majority of the soldiers had spent all, or nearly 
all, their pay in the Government rsaloon. And 
to do this they must have had to consume an enor- 
mous quantity of oeer. It is not necessary to point 
out that this system was not originated by those who 
consider drinking more or lessiojurious. As forthe 
protestations of its advocates that the establishment 
of a canteen results in a sudden increase of discip- 
line, well, it is to be feared, they are mistaken. 
When tbey say that a better and more vigilant 
supervision is had of a canteen, it can be rephed that 
a trader’s store is entirely under the autbority of the 
post commander. He can station a guard there, he 
cao restrict the selling of liquors to certain hours, 
or be may close the saloon temporarily or perman 
ently. The fault of the system is that he seldom 
does his duty in these matters. 

1 will agree, that there are some posts, situated in 
towns, where the rum shops dignified by the name 
of post trader's store van be done away with, and a 
canteen, properly conducted, substituted, with 
much advantage. But on the frontier, or at a dis- 
tance from towns, the post trader’s merchandise 
and grocery store is a necessity. If the advantages 
claimed for the canteen can really be gained, and 
cannot be gained while the post trader competes, 
close up his bar-room. But let not the ery from 
certain posts for canteens deceive the authorities 
intu sweeping away al! post traders’ stores at once 
and forever. “Goslow!”

An order from English manufac- 
turers for rifling machinery, for the Lee military 
rifle, received some months sinve, is now nearing 
completion. It « whoily due to such American in- 
dustries as the Pratt and Whitney Company, that 
Germany and France have veen able to re-arm 
their forces in the brief time required by their ne- 
cessities; but with the advanta of American ma- 
chines and processes their mili armament still 
lacks the excellence of design and execution con- 
spicuous in our own production of the same kind. 





The article of Lieut. W. W. Kimball, U.S, N., in 
Scribner's Magazine for September,” on “Small Arms 
of Europeau Armies,” is an interesting addition to 
the literature on this subject. Incidentally, Lieut. 
Kimball condemns the Spriogfields with which our 
troops are armed as entirely unadapted to wodern 
conditions. If, he says, the Springfield rifles were

The tra 
of the modern rifle isso much flatter that the danger 
space is preatis An Army officer ex- 
pressed the condition when he said: * Our gun will 
bit well enough when you know where your wark 
is and shoot right; but we want a small bore that it 
will hit when you don’t know where your mark is 
and shoot wrong.”

The Geography of the Sea is the subject of a report 
presented by Lieut. George L. Dyer, U.S. N,, in 
charge of U.S. Hydrographic Office, Navy Depart 
ment. This being the first annual summary accr-m- 
plished in this domain, Lieut. Dyer gives a brief 
outlive of the progress made in our knowledge of 
the sea since 1749, when Ellis reported depths of 650 
and 891 fathoms off‘the northwest coast of Africa 
and recorded the temperature of the sea water. 
The greatest depression in the sea bottom is 4,655 
fathoms in the North Pacific. the greatest known 
deptb in the Atlantic is 4.561 fathoms. The Indian 
Ocean reaches a depth of 3,000 fathoms, the Arctic 
Ocean 2,650, and the mivor seas as follows: Carib- 
bean Sea. 3,452 fathoms, south of Great Cayman ; 
Golf of Mexico, 2,119 (Sigabee lveep): Mediterranean, 
2.170; North Sea, 375; Baltic, 178; China Sea, 2,100; 
Coral Sea. 2,650; Sulu Sea, 2.550; Celebes Sea, 2.600; 
Banda Sea, 2,800. These are the results of investiga- 
tion thus far, January, 1889.

The lecture on West Indian Hurricanes and the 
Blizzard of March, 1888, by Everett Hayden, deliv- 
ered before the Seawanbaka Yacht Club, and re 
peated before the United States Naval Institute, bas 
been published by the Forest and Stream Publishive 
Co., with 23 plates illustrating it. Plate VII. is acopy 
of the pilot chart of the North Atlantic Ocean for 
1889, illustrating the brief rules for tbe use of oil at 
sea, for which the Hamburg Nautical School be- 
stowed a prize upon Cupt. Karlowa of the Hamburg 
North American Steamship Co.

attle of Gettysburg the first day July 1, 1863. It 
shows the second position of Royston’s Brigade, 
Doubleday’s Division, lst Corps, Col. E. L. Dana, 
commanding, near McPherson’s barn, pointing 
west. In the foreground are seen the 143d Pennsyl- 
vania Vols. On the right of of the line is seen Sergt. 
De Lacy calling Maj. Cunningbam’s attention to the 
colors. The major instantly gave the command. 
“143d rally on your colors.” The order was obeyed 
with a rush by officers and men and the imperilled 
colors, which the brave color sergeant. B. H. Crip- 
pen, flaunted aloft in bis right hand, while defiantly 
shaking his fist in the face of the advancing enemy, 
he falls riddled with bullets. The charge of the reg- 
iment saved the flag. After this episode, which is 
called the crisis of the first days of battle, the regi- 
ment fights m retreat back to Seminary Ridge, 
where the lines are reformed. right resting on rail- 
road cut as shown in right fleld. Left field. McPner- 
son barn and rebel bat.eries sweeping Cbhambers- 
burg Pike and regiment’s position. A. P. Hill and 
staff rigbt in distance, rebel column moving round 
to right; Gen. Dana and brigade staff to right and 
rear of regiment. 

The Army and Navy Club of Connecticut publish

The leading article in Scrib agazine for 
October will bea description by Josepb Tnomson, 
the famous explorer, of his perilous journey io 1883 
across Masai-land, in Africa. This is the most prac- 
ticable route to Emin Bey’s province, and is the 
one which General Gordon wished to open, but be 
was prevented by the British Government. Stanley 
said of it, that there was but one way to cross 
Masai-land, and that was “ with a thousand rifles,” 
and a Mr. Thomson, as agent of the Royal Geo- 
araphical Society, accomplished the journey with 
one hundred and forty men, and did not lose one of 
them by violence. 

Lieut. W. S. Hughes, U.S. N., who has recentl 
sailed on the Galena for Hayti, contributes an arti- 
cle on “ Electricity in Naval Warfare ” to the Octo- 
ber Scribner's.

THE Russiap wilitary and naval authorities bave 
received a terrible blow in the intelligence, now 
copfirmed, rerarding tbe falling off in the yield of 
paptba in’ the region of the Caspian, where, ac- 
cording to sources of information at Batoum and 
Odessa, it ie declared that unless new sources are 
discovered a cessation of all supplies from Batoum 
may sboitly be announced, Not only are the re- 
cent additions to the Russian Caspian and Baltic 
fleets depeudent upon oil instead of coal as fuel, 
but the extensive lives of commercial and strategic 
railways all over the empire have been constructed 
with a view to oil instead of coal for supplying their 





motive power. The Standard O11 people have long 
been anticipating this failure in the Caspian re- 


;gions. it is deemed unfortunate for Russia that 


these supplies should fail just when the [rauscas- 
pian Railway is getting into full swing, avd when 
the flotillas of gunboats, cruisers, and torpedo ves- 
sels are becoming formidable in the Caspian, the 
Black Sea, and the Baltic. 


On the occasion of the five torpedo-boats going 
up the Liffey, and destroying the shipping of Dub- 
lin, the guaos of Pigeon House Fort opened fire on 
them on theirreturn journey, with the result that a 
large namber of panes of glass in the port were 
broken.

In the first place public opioiwn 
has, for years, been directed to the wretched condi- 
tion of the dock laborera, the precariousvess of their 
employment, and the smalloess of their wage when 
employed. © most noteworthy circumstance in 
convection with the whole affair is that shippers 
and merchants, commercial men and bankers, the 
great and important body of wontons aod otber 
sections of business men al! through the city, side 
with the men on strike. Were it otherwise, the 
chances of success might be circumscribed ; t is, 
concession on the part of the dock authorities a in- 
evituble.— Engineering.
